Such action would have no practi­ 
cal effect. Also a declaration of 
war must come from congress and 
the legislature is in recess. 
The frayed thread of Anierican- 
Ftnmsh relations was broken when 
Alexander Thesleff, charge d’af­ 
faires for the Finnish legation was 
summoned to the state departm ent 
and handed hia passport. 
Thesleff, who took over control

WASHINGTON, July I — The 
identification division of the Fed* 
era' Bureau of Investigation was 
20 years old today, and Director 
J. Edgar Hoover announced its 
fingerprint files had grown to 90 
millions. 
Last year. Hoover said, 11,976 
fugitives from justice were iden­ 
tified through the division — the 
world's largest clearinghouse of 
fingerprint data and criminal rec­ 
ords. 
Hoover listed some of the divi­ 
sion’s unique identifications: 
A man walked into the Wash­ 
ington FHI headquarters in 1942 
and said he had suffered from am ­ 
nesia for 20 year*. His fingerprints 
were checked and hi* identity es­ 
tablished through an Army enlist- j 
ment in 1912. 
In 1916 a woman in a small Ore- I 
gon town asked the FBI to help 
locate her father, from whom she ; 
became separated In 1927, This j 
year, checking employment appli­ 
cations, the identification division 
found the man, furnished his ad­ 
dress to his daughter, and they 
were reunited after 17 years. 
Finger punts of a man who 
sought a government job at Pearl 
Harbor showed he had lieen sen­ 
tenced to a year in prison in New 
Jersey for violation of the national 
explosive* act.

Self-Dosing Dangerous

THERE IS no mort pernicious 
and dangerous practice than the 
regular taking of some kind of 
drug. Even if you think you know 
what the drug is, it is bad. I had 
charge of a gentleman onca who

had been assured he was dying 
of heart failure on account of the 
bluish discoloration of his skin. 
After considerable work on him 
we found this discoloration was 
caused by the formation of a sul­ 
phur compound in his blood. And 
behind this was his habit of going 
across the street from his office 
every day to get something for a 
headache he was afraid he was 
going to have. 
The headache preventive com­ 
pound he took had a well-known 
name and any doctor would have 
assured him it was relatively 
harmless, but in his case it began 
to do something queer in hit in­ 
testines and released a sulphur 
compound which, absorbed in his 
blood, made him feel and look like 
the dickens. He recovered even­ 
tually, but he had quite an un­ 
happy time of it. 
Indiscriminate Self-doting 


Doctors are thought to be old 
fogies and scare-heads, or just ac­ 
tivated by jealousy, if they object 
to this habit of regular or indis­ 
criminate self-dosing. But there 
is a reason for their objection*. 
Even, as I say, if you think you 
know what you are taking some­ 
thing may go wrong. And half 
the time you can’t tell from the 
label on the bottle what is in­ 
side i t 
Nowadays everybody who puts 
s medicine before the public thinks 
he has to have some fancy name 
for i t It is impossible for a doc­ 
tor even to remember what all of 
them are. 
Chronic dosing is especially 
likely to become a habit with peo­ 
ple of nervous temperament. They 
need something to calm them 
down, to keep their brains from 
racing round and round, to stop 
headaches and they get so they 
take their medicine on the slight­ 
est provocation. They usually take 
a 
preparation containing 
bro­ 
mides. They are not taking dope, 
they will tell you, and nothing that 


is habitform ing and nothing that 
could do any harm. 
Caase Bodily Upsets 
Well, it so happens that bro­ 
mides taken regularly in this way 
can result in all sorts of bodily 
upsets. I have before me the report 
on a man who had been taking 
migraine headache remedy which 
contained “nothing but bromides”. 
He was picked up on the street in 
a confused mental state and his 
heart, skin, liver and nervous sys­ 
tem were filled with a diseased 
cell infiltration of bromide origin. 
The lesson is that any medication 
taken regularly over a long period 
of time may turn on you. 
Two experiences are fresh in 
the memories of any doctor who 
was so unfortunate as to have one 
of the patients. One was with cin- 
eophen which was touted as a 
great remedy for arthritis. Well, 
arthritis or not it gave people cir­ 
rhosis of the liver and many died 
of it. 
Another was an apparently in- 
fellable headache remedy named 
amino-pyrine, the name of which 
somehow 
caught 
the 
popular 
fancy both of doctors and the pub­ 
lic generally. It was a good head­ 
ache remedy all right, but it had 
not been subjected to sufficient 
animal experiment before it was 
offered for general use. The tragic 
consequence 
was 
that 
it 
was 
found to produce in some individ­ 
uals a fatal destruction of blood 
cells. Both cincophen and the 
amino-pyrine preparations have 
been removed from distribution— 
so those dangers are over, but the 
lesson remains. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. L.:—While everyone knows 
that a high body temperature ii a 
danger sign, we hear little about 
low body temperature. Is it good 
or bad? 
What about a person 
whose normal temperature is 98 
and many times registers less than 
97? 
Answer: Physicians do not at­ 
tach much significance to low body 
temperature. There it no irrevoc­ 
able law that decrees a human 
body temperature must be exactly 
98.6 F. I presume at least §% of 
the human race carry a daily tem­ 
perature of 98. or slightly under. 
And they do not lack vigor or 
health. The only definite condi­ 
tion mentioned in text hooka on 
diagnosis as being associated with 
low body temperature is insuffi­ 
cient thyroid.
